Action line 


Why doesn't Corsicana four-lane Second 


Avenue? It is wide enough for four lanes. 
As it is, an old jaloppy or truck goes 
jogging down the middle of the street and 
the faster vehicles cannot get by without 
going into the opposite lane. That's a 
dangerous situation. 


Second Avenue is the route of State 


Highway 22 (between North 15th west to 
North 
38th) 
and under 
a 
contract 


agreement between Corsicana and the 
State Highway Department is maintained 
as a state highway through town. 


Traffic Safety Coordinator Guy Rushin 


said the state highway department will not 
consider allowing it to be marked for four 
lanes "unless the City will prohibit parking 
24 hours a day." 


And, as you and the public know, limited 


parking is allowed. Parking is prohibited 2 
hours in the morning and 2 hours in late 
afternoon when traffic is heaviest with 
students going to and from high school and 
the college and other people going to and 
from work, to and from the IOOF and State 
Home and passing through town via this 
route, and the city opted for this 
arrangement several years ago. 


Rushin said Corsicana would first have 


to restrict parking completely, then make 
a request to the state highway department 
to "designate" portions of Second which 
are wide enough as a four-lane thorough- 
fare before this could be done, and the 
traffic plan changed. 


All this takes action by the City Com- 


mission. 


Why wasn't the "hit 
and 
run" 


automobile accident that occurred Jan. 31 
on Golden Circle Shopping Center parking 
lot reported in the Police News? Also, did 
the police find the car that left the scene? 


There wasn't any hit-and-run accident 


on the Golden Circle parking lot that day, 
says Police Chief Don Massey. One of four 
mishaps investigated that day did involve 
a three-car accident in the middle of West 
Seventh Ave. and South 28th St., which 
Dorders the shopping center. There were 
no injuries. 


This accident was not reported to us the 


day after it happened. Sometimes the 
accidents are not reported to us in the next 
day's police news because the officer who 
investigated the accident has not yet 
completed his accident report. 


As far as the newspaper's reporting of 


accidents, not every accident reported to 
police and investigated by police is 
necessarily published by the Daily Sun 
under the "Police Beat" news report, any 
more than every call or complaint an- 
swered by the police department is 
printed. The news value and space 
limitations day-to-day determine what the 
newspaper prints, and we often leave out 
details of accidents which do not involve 
injuries. 


I see something written every once in a 


while about getting a soil analysis from the 
county agent's office. How much does one 
cost, and how much soil do you have to 
bring? 


County Agent Gene Sears says his office 


can provide you with the container, in- 
'ormational sheet and other details needed 
:or sending a request to the soil testing lab 
at Texas A&M. And if you need help in 
preparing the information needed, em- 
ployes will check to make sure you've 
"illed in all the blanks correctly. It's very 
important that you do. 


The regular soil test which Sears nor- 


mally recommends costs $2 from A&M. It 
will furnish you a measure of soil reaction 
or the Ph factor, and measurers of 
calcium, 
magnesium, 
nitrogen, 


ahosphorous, potassium or potash, and 
salt level of salinity, with a recom- 
mendation on what fertilizer mixture you 
need to use. 


There's a micro-nutrient test which 


costs $5 and furnishes all of the above plus 
an analysis for zinc, iron, and manganese. 
Sears doesn't generally recommend this 
one since these metals aren't normally 
deficient here. 


It takes about a pint of soil, but the 


sample doesn't all come from the same 
place. Sears' office can explain how to get 
the sample. 


There are other labs available if A&M 


doesn't suit your fancy. Sears would 
recommend that you choose an in- 
dependent lab and also one that is located 
in Texas, since its employes would be 
more familiar with Texas soils and more 
proficient in analyzing what's needed in 
our area.

Ennis refuses to decide College may seek 
on Lone Star increase 
reduction of taxes

ENNIS-The 
Ennis 
City 


Council Tuesday 
steadfastly 


refused to take action on a rate 
increase request from Lone 
Star Gas Co., even though the 
company threatened immediate 
letigation if the city failed to 
take a stand either approving or 
denying the request. 


The council's decision was 


reached at the end of the 
regular business meeting, when 
Lone 
Star 
representative 


Charles Probst advised that he 
had received a phone call from 
his supervisor asking that the 
city reach a decision on the rate 
request during the meeting. 
Probst had already appeared 
earlier in the meeting, ex- 
plaining 
that 
Lone Star's 


request would mean about a 25 
per cent cost increase for gas 
users in Ennis. 


At that time, the council voted 


to schedule a public hearing on 


the matter for its next regular 
meeting, March 3 at 7 p.m. City 
Attorney Billy Colvin advised 
the hearing, even after the 
threatened lawsuit against the 
city. 


Alternatives discussed by the 


council would have been to pass 
the rate increase 
on first 


reading, subject to final ap- 
proval or rejection after the 
public hearing, or to deny the 
request. Councilman Raymond 
Caldwell pointed out that if the 
council passed the increase 
"now," the city would be no 
worse off, since a second 
reading would be required to 
make it legal. 


Explaining 
the 
increase 


request, Probst, the Ennis Lone 
Star Manager, said the State 
Railroad Commission is forcing 
his company to up the rates. 
Lone Star has a long-term 
contract for gas with Lavaca 
Gathering Co., he said. Lavaca 
requested and was granted by 


the 
Railroad 
Commission 


permission to raise its rates to 
customers 
in 
order 
that 


customers might share in the 
cost of seeking additional gas 
reserves. Lone Star was the 
only one of Lavaca's customers 
that refused to participate in the 
cost-sharing plan, Probst said, 
and that action saved Lone 
Star's customers money. 


But now the Railroad Com- 


mission is ordering Lone Star to 
share in the cost of Lavaca's 
interim rate if Lone Star is to 
continue receiving new gas 
obtained by Lavaca. An order 
from the Railroad Commission, 
which Probst read, stated that 
Lone Star is creating a financial 
burden for Lavaca's 
other 


customers by refusing to pay a 
share of the interim gas rate. 
That is why Lone Star is now 
seeking an approximate 25 per 
cent cost increase from Ennis 
customers, according to Probst. 


Dr. 
Kenneth 
P. 
Walker, 


president of Navarro College, 
announced today that he may 
ask the Board of Trustees for

possibility of recommending a 
reduction in the local tax rate 
for 1976. 


Dr. Walker said that despite 


inflationary costs for operation 
of the college, a balanced 
budget has been maintained, 
new 
programs 
added 
and 


overall enrollment has been 
increased by more than 45 per 
cent. 


This year's college budget 


will 
be 
up 
approximately 


$400,000 over last year, and Dr. 
Walker expects the 
1975-76 


budget to exceed $3 million, 
which will be up nearly $1 
million over last year. 


He explained that the college 


has been able to make these 
increases and still consider a 
tax reducation in the local tax 
rate because of federal grant 
funds received during the past 
year and those anticipated for 
the coming year; additional 
tuition revenue from the in- 
creased enrollment; and ad- 
ditional state funds earned from 
the contact-hour funding for- 
mula, also because of the in- 
creased enrollment. 


Walker said he did not want to 


make any specific projections 
on what tax cut might be 
coming. He said he wanted to 
wait until the financial study 
had been completed in order to 
develop 
a 
specific 
recom- 


mendation to the Board of 
Trustees. 


He said if he puts the matter 


on the agenda for Thursday's 
board meeting, he will give an 
estimate at the meeting.

Tipster rewarded $50 


for helping police 


The Corsicana Crime Prevention Council is paying its 


second reward to an anonymous informant whose help lead 
Corsicana police to solve a recent residential burglary. 


The $50 reward is being turned over today to the tipster 


whose information passed to police through a code number 
enabled officers to solve the Jan. 23 burglary of the Wayne 
Kittrell home on West Highway 31, reports Gus Gappelberg, 
director of the Crime Prevention Council and one of tis 
organizers early in 1974. 


Although this is only the second reward actually paid by 


the Council since it was formed, the standing offer of cash 
rewards ranging from $25 up to $500 has resulted in many 
persons supplying information on crimes. 


"We are anxious to pay rewards," Gappelberg reiterated 


Thursday, "it's just that the offer has not lead directly to 
solving more crimes as had been hoped." 


The Crime Prevention Council feels that the method it has 


provided for citizens to convey information confidentially 
through a code number which guarantees their anonyminity 
has been helpful to law enforcement agencies and to a degree 
a deterrant to crimes being committed, he pointed out. And 
Chief Don Massey has agreed that this is the case. 


Gappelberg said today that the Council was making 


payment of this second reward on the recommendation of 
Asst. Police Chief Doug Hightower who informed the council 
that information from a source identified only by his (or her) 
code number lead to arrests in the burglary and recovery of 
some of the property taken.

foresee any changes in the way 
their boards of directors are 
elected 
as 
the 
result of 


possibility that Corsicana city 
government 
will 
be 
re- 


structured to provide single- 
member 
district 
represen- 


tation. 


Navarro College President 


Kenneth Walker says he does 
not think the current trend to 
single-member districts will 
have any effect on the college 
board 
"because 
college 


positions are determined by 
state law." 


Corsicana 
school 
superin- 


tendent Joe Lindsey, noting he 
has had no reason to consider 
such a possibility since he has 
been in Corsicana, said he 
believes such a set-up for the 
school board is possible. He 
adds that he would want to 
study the situation more closely 
before 
making 
a 
definite 


committment on the chances of 
having single-member district 
representation on the school 
board. 


COLLEGE 
TRUSTEES, 


according 
to 
Walker, 
are 


elected according to a com- 
bination plan that incorporates 
both 
at-large 
and 
single- 


member districts. 


While candidates for 
the 


college 
board 
run 
for 


specifically numbered places 
(1-7), all voting is done on an at- 
large basis. 


Walker says that a study of 


minutes 
from 
previous 


meetings and talks with Board 
President 
Leighton Dawson 


reveal that in 1969 when the 
state law requiring trustees to 
hold number places was passed, 
there were members of the 
board from Dawson, Kerens 
and the Frost-Blooming Grove 
area. 


Each member of the 1969 


board was assigned a number, 
and since that time the eastern, 
northwestern and southwestern 
portions of the county have had 
representatives in places 2, 5 
and 7, respectively. 


COMMENTING further on 


this, Walker notes "Historically 
the 
voters 
have 
accorded 


representation on the board to 
those areas by electing a person 
from that area 
when that 


position comes up for election. 
They 
have 
established 
an 


historical precedent." 


"It has happened," according 


to Walker, that Corsicanans 
have run opposite people from 
the various areas, but Cor- 
sicana voters, who numerically 
control any such county-wide 
races, have always elected the 
candidate 
representing 
the 


area. 


Furthermore, Walker points 


out "the board isn't a govern- 
ment body in the same sense the 
city and county are since state 
law governs its operation ... 
They (board members) have no 
decision in the matter .... They 
don't have any say so as to how 
they're elected." 


Lindsey emphasizes he has 


given the matter "no serious 
consideration" but adds that the 
main 
consideration 
should 


always be "electing the most 
qualified people." He indicates 
this might not always be the 
case 
with 
single 
member 


districts. 


BUT, HE adds that a possible 


advantage of single-member 
districts would be that can- 
didates would "run against a 
particular person" , instead of 
at-large. 
Noting 
that 
this 


method might create 
more 


interest in the races, Lindsey 
reports that he feels both at- 


large 
and 
single-member 


representation 
"have 
some 


good points." 


The first problem should the 


school switch to single-member 
districts, 
according 
to the 


superintendent, would be "how 
to divide the district equally." 


Commenting on the single- 


member district 
city 
plan 


currently being considered in 
Dallas, Lindsey says that this 
plan shows just how difficult 
equitable representation 
can 


be.

George Meany says workers 
need to go back to work 


NEW YORK (AP) - "Ameri- 


can workers are the most pro- 
ductive and ingenious workers 
in the world," said George 
Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO. Put them back to work, he 
said, and there still is time to 
prevent a depression. 


With more than 7.5 million 


Americans out of work, the 
president of the nation's largest 
labor organization might seem 
an unlikely person to comment 
on hopeful signs in the midst of 
recession. 


But when asked to comment, 


Meany responded quickly and 
in typical Meany style: with 
conviction and a bit of anger. 
Workers, he insisted, were the 
basis of the American econo- 
my, but he wasn't sure they 
were appreciated. 


"The people need to know 


that the leaders of their govern- 
ment see human beings in the 
unemployment lines, not statis- 
tics," he wrote. 


"The jobless are not loafers; 


they are the victims of ill-ad- 
vised government 
policies." 


The unemployed who need food 
stamps, he said, "are not chea- 
ters; they are hungry." 


What should be understood, 


the labor leader continued, is 
that it is the labor of Ameri- 
cans that enable them to pur- 
chase the goods they produce. 
"Unemployment 
wastes 
this 


valuable productivity and robs 
the economy of its essential 
strength — consumer purchas- 
ing power." 


Meany said "American work- 


ers have faith that their gov- 
ernment ... can still prevent the 
current recession from becom- 
ing a depression. But faith 
alone is not enough. 


"Those government leaders 


empowered by the people to act 
in their name and for the pub- 
lic good must move quickly, in 
an atmosphere of compassion 
and fair play, to buttress the 
people's faith. 


Meany called for quick action 


by Congress on a tax cut for 
low-and middle-income fami- 
lies, saying it would "bolster 
consumer confidence — an ab- 
solute must if mass purchasing 
power is to be restored." 


He also urged "quick action 


by the President in releasing 
impounded 
funds 
that will 


create jobs for unemployed 
workers." This, he said, would 
restore hope for the jobless — 
for jobs are the only solution to 
unemployment." 


Meany continued: "We are 


convinced the people will sup- 
port equitable policies of sacri- 
fice to reduce America's de- 
pendence on imported oil. But 
he added: 


"They will rightly suspect

DALLAS (AP) - Federal of- 


ficials estimate it will cost 
about $300,000 to transfer near- 
ly 2,000 federal employes from 
a downtown government office 
building due to a fungus sus- 
pected to causing a lung dis- 
ease in workers.

March 1, with that of other gov- 
ernment workers estimated to 
be completed by Sept. 1. 


The U.S. Corps of Civil Engi- 


neers will be moved across the 
street to the Main Tower, fed- 
eral officials say, while U.S.

Griffin 


Square. Other federal employes 
will be moved to the U.S. 
Courthouse which adjoins the 
Santa Fe building. 


The 
announcement 
came 


after federal officials received 
the latest medical report on a 
disease known as hypersensitiv- 
ity pneumonitis. 


Although the report did not 


show any 
newly diagnosed 


cases, it did reveal new "highly 
suspected cases." Three em- 
ployes have been diagnosed as 
having the disease and less 
than 10 are suspected cases, 
the official said. 


The disease, not infectious or 


contagious, is caused by an al- 
lergic reaction to an antigen, 
suspected of being in a fungus 
in a water unit of the old build- 
ing's air conditioning and heat- 
ing system, officials said.

As unemployment spirals up- 


ward, more and more Ameri- 
can workers are uniting, but in 
a very different way. They're 
volunteering to forgo raises or 
to work fewer hours or to give 
up vacation days to keep their 
jobs. 


Cops, airline pilots, garment 


workers, 
journalists, 
elec- 


tricians, and textile workers 
are among those who have de- 
cided that a partial job is bet- 
ter than no job at all. 


Some workers have volun- 


teered to work a four-day week 
— at four days' pay. Others 


have turned back pay hikes 
that were supposed to go into 
effect under union contracts. 
Still others are alternating a 
week's work and a 
week's 


unemployment 
compensation, 


not always voluntarily. 


The phenomenon, reminiscent 


of the Great Depression of the 
'30s, is spotty around the coun- 
try. It involves only a tiny frac- 
tion of the nation's 92.1 million 
work force. 


In Georgia, an estimated 75,- 


000 workers, most of them 
working for 45 firms in the 
southeastern part of the state, 
are on a system of "partial lay- 
offs." They work one week and 


collect 
unemployment 
com- 


pensation the next. 


Orwis Coward, plant man- 


ager of Baxley Veneer and 
Cleat Co. In Baxley, Ga., said 
about 65 per cent of the com- 
pany's 100 employes are on 
partial layoffs. 


In some cases, unions have 


initiated cutbacks that in less 
troubled economic times would 
be high heresy. 


At the Washington-Star News, 


for example, Newspaper Guild 
members voted 347 to 45 to 
work a four-day week for four 
days' pay.

Harold D. Doyle, Great Lakes 


Express president, said that 
without the pay cuts the truck- 
ing company was faced with 
layoffs of 350 persons and the 
closing of at least eight of 27 


terminals.

religion at Baylor University. 


Stagg chided churchmen for 


writing off as politics some of 
the things "highest on the 
agenda of Jesus Christ." 


"Pure religion undefiled be- 


fore God looks after widows 
and orphans in their needs," he 
said. 


"Pure religion" does not at- 


tribute wars and fighting to 
God but puts the blame of "hu- 
man depravity," the speaker 
said. 


In a reference to Watergate, 


Stagg asserted the government 
granted amnesty to "convicted 
criminals, men in high places 
who cheated and lied" but 
hangs back from pardoning 
war resisters who were "com- 
pelled 
to 
make 
anguised 


choices between untenable op- 
tions." 


He said Jesus laid the foun- 


dation for women's rights 2,000 
years ago when he defended a 
woman's right to talk to a rab- 
bi which then, Stagg said, was 
a radical notion. 


He claimed the older gener- 


ation should ask forgiveness of 
the young for being wrong 
about Vietnam and amnesty.

A survey of 43 local church 


congregations and synagogues 
ihow total budgets for this year 
of $1,484,646, making religion 
one of the larger "businesses" 
in town. 


About 
four 
congregations 


indicated they did not want to 
participate in the survey, begun 
by the Daily Sun about three 
weeks ago. 


The total of almost $1.5 


million included about $258,7% 
budgeted 
for 
non-local 


missionary work—a little over 
17.4 per cent of the total spent on 
religion. 


A much smaller figure— 


$81,572—is budgeted for local 
benevolent 
work 
such 
as 


helping the poor and the sick. 
That figure forms about 5.5 per 
cent of the totals budgeted. 


FIGURES FOR missionary 


work and for benevolent work 
are not as reliable as are the 
budget totals. Some of them are 
1974 figures, and some are 
estimates. The 1974 figures 


were requested in any category 
when the 1975 total has not been 
determined. 


Several 
congregational 


leaders and ministers noted 
that some of the benevolent 
work was given directly by 
members 
to recipients 
or 


channeled 
through 
various 


organizations rather than given 
directly through the church. 


The 
43 
congregations 


reported a total of 12,113 
residents who are identified as 
members on church rolls. 


That is compared with an 


estimated population in Cor- 
sicana of 21,319. 


The membership totals in- 


clude some groups who count 
small children as members.

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Solar energy systems ready, but cost high 


DALLAS (AP) - A man who 


has spent 24 years studying the 
much talked-about solar energy 
says, "We know how to do it. 
The problem is finding a cheap- 
er way." 


There are other problems, 


too, such as how to store the 
energy for times when the sun 
isn't shining, says Roger W. 
Haines of Herman Blum Con- 
sulting Engineers of Dallas. 


Just the same, says Haines, 


the American people some day 
will be very pleased that the 
sun is up there to replace in 
many ways the waning supply 
of oil, natural gas and coal. 


Haines says he is not a 


prophet of doom—he doesn't 
foresee the end of oil and gas. 


But, 
he says, fossil fuel is 


bound to become more ex- 
pensive and he says there's 
even a possibility someday the 
government will stop the use of 
such resources for heating and 
cooling family homes. 


"Even as oil and natural gas 


resources become more and 
more in short supply," Haines 
says, "we have plenty of coal 
in this country. Use of solar 
energy will come into its own 
when conversion of sunlight be- 
comes more economical than 
conversion of other fuels." 


There's always a consider- 


able amount of radiant energy, 
even on cloudy days, he says, 
"But most of it goes to waste, 
reflected back into space." 


Haines, a graduate of Iowa 


State University, says the theo- 
ry and basic practices in solar 
energy conversion are well de- 
veloped today. 


In 1956 in 
Albuquerque, 


Haines designed a solar system 
for a small, commercial office 
building for the firm of Bridges 
& Paxton, his employer for al- 
most 15 years before he came 
to Dallas. 


"That building encompassed 


4,300 square 
feet 
of floor 


space," he recalls, "and it is 
working today. It's the only of- 
fice building that I know of in 
the world that uses solar ener- 
gy." 


Haines says package modular 


collectors are being built but 


they cost from $7 to $15 a 
square foot. The area of collec- 
tion, he says, runs from ap- 
proximately 25 per cent of a 
building's floor area in the 
Southwest to 75 to 80 per cent 
of the building located in the 
Great Lakes country. 


Haines points out that heat, 


or energy, can be stored. Meth- 
ods of storage are subjects of 
considerable research, center- 
ing principally on water. 


"We know batteries, can be 


used," he says, "but again 
there's that cost factor." 


Haines doesn't see use of so- 


lar energy, at least today, in 
the heating and cooling of large 
office buildings. 


"As long as the building is 


occupied and there's enough 
electricity to keep the lights 
on," he says, "there's no prob- 
lem." 


He tells his class on heating 


and air conditioning at El Cen- 
tro College, where he teaches 
once a week, of the rank ama- 
teur in Washington, D.C., who 
developed a solar energy sys- 
tem for a home. The experts all 
said it wouldn't work. 


The amateur fooled them, 


however. Now he has three 
homes using the same system 
and not only does the system 
work but it is relatively inex- 
pensive. 


His book, "Control Systems 


for Heating, Ventilating & Air- 
conditioning," is available at 


some book stores. He also is 
the author of numerous techni- 
cal manuals on the subject.

There is a lot of talk lately 


about using windmills to gener- 
ate electricity, thereby saving 
fuel. These things never will be 
a success until the factories 
learn to put all the proper parts 
in the crate in which they ship 
the machine. 


Each crate must contain the 


following. 


One pair cowboy boots, high 


heels, worn down on one side, 
scuffed. 


One cowboy hat slightly 


greasy and dusty. 


One plug of Brown Mule or 


Tinsley chewing tobacco. 


One sack of Bull Durham or 


Duke's Mixture in case the user 


;et power from air, but need cowboys to grease the windmills 


is effete and doesn't chew plug vanes but not all of them had 
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is effete and doesn't chew plug 
tobacco but rolls cigarettes. 


Windmills 
have 
to 
be 


greased, don't they? And that 
has been the job of the cowboy 
ever since windmills reached 
the west. 


There is only one time to 


grease a windmill. This is when 
the temperature is about 10 de- 
grees below freezing and the 
wind is blowing at least 40 
miles per hour from shifting di- 
rections. 


That shifting wind means the 


moving parts of the windmill 
could create great knots on the 
cowboy's head or at least knock 
him off the tower. The machin- 
ery supposedly had something 
to tie down the blades and 


vanes but not all of them had 
such advanced aids. 


Cowboys were not always the 


heroic type, overcoming evil or 
creating it, riding down the 
dusty street at high noon look- 
ing for some villian to send to 
his doubtful reward. They also 
had to grease windmills. 


Travel about the Southwest 


and you still see plenty of wind- 
mills in operation. 


Had it not been for them, 


large parts of our country could 
not have been habitable until 
almost our present generation. 
There was no other way to ob- 
tain a reliable source of water 
for man or beast. 


There is so much wind power 


that many persons believe it 


could be used easily to turn 
generators. The government is 
spending a million dollars to 
try to create a reliable system, 
while inventors across the na- 
tion are putting up their own 
money to prove their point. 


This all has been done before. 


There was a system of home 
generating long before there 
was any fuel crunch. We recall 
the Delco system best but there 
probably were others. 


There was one problem in 


those days which remains even 
now: 
You can't be sure the 


wind will be constant. 


Suppose you used an electric 


razor. And just as you finished 
half your face, the wind died 
and you would have to go to 
work half smooth and half 
bearded. People would talk. 


Or suppose the wind died and 


the milking machine stopped 
halfway through Bossy's juic- 
ing. There would be a revolt in 
the barn. 


This was solved by installing 


batteries so that when the wind 
died the batteries would take 
over. They would be recharged 
when the wind came up again. 


We recall one farmer who 


had a whole room full of bat- 
teries and he seemed to spend 
all his time walking around 
pouring water in them. Still, he 
didn't get much electricity out 
of any of this. 


The Rural Electrification Ad- 


ministration ended that. It pro- 
vided steady 
electricity 24 


hours a day except when a tor- 
nado tore down all the lines. 


Today, 
people 
are 
ex- 


perimenting with all sorts of 
windmill systems. They are 
building them with cups instead 
of blades while others look like 
egg beaters. 


One is going up with blades 


200 feet long. 


Many are privately financed 


like the six-bladed windmill 


Vaughn Nelson of West Texas 
State University and Earl Gil- 
more of Amarillo College have 
built. 


"We don't want anyone to 


think we are well on our way in 
solving this problem," Gilmore 
says. "We do know there is 
enough energy, but the ques- 
tions which must be resolved 
are storage 
capacities and 


energy availability in the time 
sequence." 


What he is saying, "What do 


you do when the wind stops?" 


"The only way the wind can 


be of any benefit to this region 
is if we can harness it," says 
Gilmore whose statement would 
be approved by West Texas 
residents whose only comment 


when the force gets to 75 miles 
per hour—hurricane strength- 
is that "the wind's up a little 
bit today." 


There are all sorts of theories 


about storage. One is that when 
there is surplus wind its power 
can be used to extract hydro- 
gen from water and burn the 
hydrogen to turn a steam gen- 
erator when the wind dies. Any- 
one recall the hydrogen-filled 
Hindenburg dirigible and what 
happened to it May 6, 1937? 


Another theorist suggests us- 


ing solar energy combined with 
windmills.

Ennis asked to deny 
lower water rates 


ENNIS — The Ennis City Council was admonished Monday to 


deny a request by the Ennis Industrial Foundation for lowered 
water rates for industrial customers. 


Discussing the request made by EIF at the previous council 


meeting, C.W. McCaskill said it is "unthinkable" to grant a 
decreased water rate for industrial and commercial users at the 
risk of having to raise rates for other citizens. 


"I want you to understand that you've got a devil of a lot of 


people who know about this business," he said, referring to the 
EIF request. "You can't fool all the people all the time." 


He asked the council to remember that there are "a lot of poor 


people in this town." 


McCaskill said the city may be violating conflict of interest 


laws if it is making a yearly contribution to the industrial 
foundation. 


However, Jack McKay of EIF and the Ennis Chamber of 


Commerce advised that the city does not make donations to the 
foundation, though it does have a $200 membership in the 
chamber. 


In reference to McCaskill's speech on the EIF proposal, 


Calvin Reeves of the East Garrett Water Corporation said the 
corporation would like to receive the same consideration for 
lower rates as any other high volume user. 


To obtain further opinions on the EIF rate proposal, the 


council has scheduled a public hearing for its next meeting, 
March 3 at 7 p.m. 


The rate request, as made by EIF at the previous council 


meeting, calls for lowering the rate for large volume in-city 
customers to 45 cents per 1,000 gallons for amounts of 100,000- 
800,000 and 35 cents per 1,000 for all amounts over 800,000. The 
present rate is 75 cents per 1,000 gallons for any amount over 
100,000 gallons. 


EIF also requested a reduced sewer rate for industrial 


customers. 


City Manager Hayden Routh said the loss in revenue from 


lowering the rates would be $20,000 each from sewerage and 
water sales. 


EIF contends the lowered industrial rates are needed for 


Ennis to compete with other cities in attracting new industry.
